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thereunto, caufeth different effe&s, as to the ftrength *it recei- 
veth from the Stone 5 himfelf as having tryed all forts of 
Steely that he could poffibly procure, and all the different Tem¬ 
pers he could imagine, for the mod powerful receiving and re¬ 
taining the vcrtue from the Load Stone j wherein he affirms to 
have fully fatisfied himfelf, fo that he can infufe fuch vertue into 
a piece of Steely that it fhall take up a piece of Iron of two 
Ounces weight or more, and give alfo to a Needle, the vertue 
of conforming to the Magnetical Meridian , without the help of a 
Load-Stone , or any thing elfe, that hath received vertue there¬ 
from; 

So far this Anfiverer ; whom as we cannot but much commend 
for his diligence in fearching, and franknefs of communicating 5 
fo we give thefe particulars to the publick, that further Tryals 
may be made by others, for more difeovery 5 hoping withall, 
that the famelr.quifitive perfon , that hath made thefe returns, 
will not fcruple to add to them the wayes, he ufes forinfufing 
that Magnetical vertue into Steel and Needles , without the help 
of a Load-Sone , fpoken of in the end of this his Anfiver.

In the Houfe of M. iourdelots was fhew’d a Monfter in form of 
an Ape, having all over its fhoulders, almoft to his middle, a 
mafs of flefh, that came from the hinder part of its head, and 
hung down in form of a little Gloak. The report is,, that the 
Woman that brought it forth, had feen on a Stagean Apefo 
cloathed : The moft remarkable thing was, that the laid mafs 
of flefh was divided in four parts, correfpondent to the Goat, 
the Ape did carry.. The Woman, upon inquiry, was found to 
have gone five months with Child, before me had met with the 
accident of that unhappy fight.. Many queftions were on this 
occafion agitated: viz., about the Power of Imagination^ and 

whether 
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whether this Creature was endow’d with a humane Soul; and 
if not, what became of the Soul of the Embryo, that was five 
riionths old. 

A little after/ another Monfier was produced, which was an 
Infant come to maturity, having inftead of a Head and Brains, 
a Mafs of flefh like any Liver 5 and was found to move. And 
this F<etus occafioned a Queftion for the Cartejians , how the 
motion could be performed, and yet the GlandnU pinealis , or 
Conarium be wanting ; nor any Nerves vifible, which come from 
the Brain ) The marrow in the Spine was of the lame fubftance. 
It liv’d four days, and then dyed: It was anotomized by M. 
Em/nerez, in prefence of the Aflembly. 

There came a Letter from Florence^ Written by M.Steno y 
which has alio fomewhat perplext the followers of DesCartes .

An Account of two Monftrous Births, not longfmce produced 
in Devonfhire; communicated by M, Coleprefle. 

1. One Robert Cloaca Joyner (whom I know) of Clamick^ 
in the Parifh of Beer-Ferris \n Devonfhire^ had on Fehr. 24. lalf, 
a Monfh-ous£/tfc 4 f^ am 'Lamb fallen with one Head, but twodi- 
Hin< 5 fc Bodies, with eight Legs 3 which Bodies were joyned in 
the Neck: It had two Eyes, and as many Ears, in the ulual pla¬ 
ces 3 and one' extraordinary Eye in the Niddock,with onefingle 
Ear, about an inch diftant from the Eye backwards,: Its Dame, 
which was White , ufually brought forth two Lambs every year, 
as foe did this year alfo a White one,which with the Ewe remains 
alive. But whether this Monfter was produc’d dead or alive, is 
not known, it being found dead by the hedge, and fbon after 
put into the Earth. There were ten White Ews accompanied 
with three White Rams. 

2. One John Cauce , Servant to Mr. William Knighton of Locke: 
ridge , likewife in Beer Ferris j had among his Sheep, on the 
leventeenth of Fehr. lad, a White Lamb fain on a Common in the 
laid Parifh, with two diftinft heads and Necks, Joyned at the 
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
